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HE Author of a Specimen of Horace, 
has, it feems, taken the taft Remarks 
upon his J.anguage ill from the Author 

of this, and ro that end has Publiin’d a Sheec 
call’d a Vindication of it; in which I cannot 
but vbj-ct againit the Title, which ought to 
have ven cali’ A Confeffion and Acknowledge.
